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Exhibition of Prints and Drawings Lent by Members of The Print Club of Cleveland 

More than 200 prints and drawings from the private collections of members of 
The Print Club of Cleveland are on exhibition at the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

The exhibition is third in a series of special showings at the Museum which 
commemorate the Club f s 50th anniversary. Previously shown were Presentation 
Prints and Gifts to the Museum from The Print Club. 


Most of the prints and drawings lent are by artists of the twentieth century 
and there is a strong representation of contemporary American artists. But 
there is also a gallery of earlier work which includes brilliant old master 
<rints and a group of splendid master drawings. The range in time is from 
the 15th century to one of Robert Rauschenberg 1 s Stoned Moon lithographs 
inspired by a 1969 visit to Cape Kennedy; and a range of collection that 
includes Rembrandt as well as Picasso. 


The exhibition also inagurates the newly-extended Museum galleries for prints 
and drawings with nearly twice the exhibition space previously available for 
this department. 

Although the exhibition will be open to the public beginning Saturday, August 
29, a formal inaugural is planned for September 18 and 19 with members of The 
Print Club of Cincinnati Print and Drawing Circle as the Club's guests. 


Activities scheduled include a tour of the Museum f s permanent collections and 
a private viewing of the loan collection to be followed by dinner in the garden 
court of the Museum on Friday, September 18.- On Saturday, September 19, the 
Cincinnati guest will have an opportunity to see the Museum ! s own print and 
drawing collection. They will be later guests at the preview of an exhibition 
of the prints of Marko Spalatin at Design Corner (Mr. Spalatin is designer of 
the Print Club f s 1970 presentation print). Following luncheon they will tour 
private collections in Cleveland before returning to Cincinnati.
